“T think this is a revolt tonight!” 
said former selectman Dan Gillis. 

The revolt Gillis was referring to 
was at Monday night's special town 
meeting, where voters were about to 
decide on a proposal to create a recall 
petition process for elected officials. 
The recall passed overwhelmingly, 
368 to 106. 

The revolt grew out of a con- 
troversy over federally subsidized 
housing. The Wilmington Housing 
Authority (WHA) had proposed two 
projects of housing near Wilmington 
Plaza, one for elderly, one for 
families of low income. The projects 
were opposed by a group which had 
formed under the name of the Con- 
cerned Citizens of Wilmington 
(ccWw) 

The CCW clearly was the victor in 
the special town meeting. Voters 
rejected the proposals of the WHA 
and passed the recall proposal of the 
CCW. The proposals of the CCW to 
take the housing land by eminent 
domain, though, did not pass. 

Article 1, the recall article, set the 
tone for the meeting. Discussion on it 
lasted approximately one hour. 
Persons speaking in favor of the 
recall process, among them Gillis and 
Anthony DeLuca, drew enthusiastic 
applause from the crowd. 

The article proposing the recall 
petition process was presented by 
James Gorman, president of the 
CCW. He said that the recall would 
reinforce the influence the voter 
needs in town affairs. 

One person who spoke against the 
recall proposal was former selectman 
George Boylen, a distanct cousin of 
Gorman. 

“Twas a selectmen in town for quite 
a long time,” he said. “I didn’t run 
the last time, because who needs the 
job.”

Anthony DeLuca spoke at length in 
favor of the proposal. DeLuca retired 
last year as business manager of the 
Wilmington Public Schools, and had 
also served as bookkeeper for the 
housing authority. He now serves as 
business manager at Shawsheen 
Tech. 

“If we are to be considered in- 
telligent enough to vote for a person 
then we are endowed with the same 
intelligence to remove them, and we 
don't have that right,” he said. 

DeLuca read a long list of 
problems. “When elected officials 
work with a ‘be damned’ attitude to 
the voters, and do as they wish,” was 
among the problems he charged. 

DeLuca pointed out that in addition 
to the two-thirds vote at the special 
town meeting, the recall propbsal

would also have to pass at the next 
town election. 

Former selectman Carl Backman 
said that the proposal for a charter 
change, a very serious change in the 
structure of our government was 
being requested under conditions that 
don’t lend themselves to calm, cool 
consideration. 

After the voters had passed the 
recall proposal, Gorman requested 
that Articles 6, 7 and 8 be advanced. 
Those three articles had been sub- 
mitted by the housing authority, 
related to the proposed projects. 
Articles 2 and 3 were the proposals by 
the CCW to take the land by eminent 
domain, with the intent of stopping 
the projects. 

The town meeting voted to advance 
the articles. Paul Theodos, a director 
of the CCW, then sought to combine 
articles 6 and7. Article 6 was a non- 
binding referendum on elderly 
housing. Article 7 was a non-binding 
referendum on family housing. 

Moderator John Callan ruled 
against combining the articles. 

Rocco DePasquale sought to clarify 
two points. If the town voted in favor 
of the elderly housing and against the 
family housing, would the housing 
authority drop its use of Chapter 774? 
And would the developer be in a 
position to build just the elderly 
housing, if such were the wishes of the 
town meeting? 

WHA member George Hooper said 
that the developers have said they 
would back off on family housing. He 
also said that he had never voted for 
the use of Chapter 774. Paul Theodos 
said that Siflinger (area director of 
HUD) had said that the projects 
cannot be separated. 

‘A new resident of Wilmington spoke 
up to say that he had seen a similar 
project destroy the town of North 
Babylon on Long Island. ‘There's 
3000 houses for sale in North Babylon 
right now.” 

John Sanborn spoke. “I hear 
George Hooper and the elderly say, 
*You don’t have another choice.’ You 
do. Why don't we build the housing 
Why don’t we tar and feather them! 
Take the housing committee and kick 
‘em out!" 

Duncan MeNeil said that up until 
Friday, he was fully committed to 
vote in favor of elderly housing. He 
said that he had received a letter on 
Wilmington Housing Authority let- 
terhead, but that the postmark was 
from Manchester, New Hampshire 
He said that he didn’t intend to vote 
the wishes of somebody out of the 
state of New Hampshire. 

Selectman Dan Ballou said, 
speaking of elderly versus family 
housing. ‘They're telling you that 
you can have one without the other. 
‘That is deceptive.” 

The vote on the elderly housing was 
overwhelmingly against it, 62 to 388. 

Bill Belbin questioned whether 
people knew what they were voting 
on, but John Callan ruled that the vote 
was valid. 

‘A motion by George Hooper to with- 
draw Article 7 was defeated. The 
motion for Article7 was read by Town 
Manager Sterling Morris. 

Carl Noelke asked who on the 
housing authority had voted for the 
use of Chapter 774. WHA chairman 
Barbara Larson replied that it had 
been herself, Lorraine Brozyna and 
Kevin McMillan. 

The vote on Article 7 was by voice. 
It was a resounding no. 

Hooper then sought to withdraw 
Article ®, which would have tran- 
sferred 6300 square feet of land from 
town ownership to the developer, 
Berkshire Builders. The voters in- 
dicated that they wanted to vote on it, 
and the motion was read by Morris. 

Anne Linehan said that if PRD had 
been voted in, that the town wouldn't 
have this type of problem, and the 
questions wouldn't have come before

the town meeting. 

Tracy Nixon, a member of the 
CCW, said that Articles 6 and 7 had 
been opinion polls. Article 8 was the 
real thing. 

The vote on Article 8 was 24 to 413. 

Town meeting then resumed the 
regular order of warrant articles, 
taking up Article 2. The article 
pr that the town buy as con- 
servation land the site which had been 
proposed for the elderly housing. The 
presentation on the article was by 
James Gorman. 

The motion asked for an ap- 
propriation of $83,000 by bond issue. 
In his presentation of materials 
prepared ahead of time, Gorman had 
allowed for $242,000 for land pur- 
chases of Articles 2 and 3. 

While Gorman was presenting his 
arguments for the article, State Rep. 
James Miceli was talking with 
members of the housing authority, 
asking that they drop their use of 
Chapter 774. Under that law, the 
housing authority could have 
proceded with construction of the 
housing projects, bypassing many 
town controls. The housing authority 
members agreed to drop it, but in an 
informal vote. 

Bill Belbin sought to amend Article 
2 witha provision that the costs of the 
landtaking be borne by the Concerned 
Citizens of Wilmington. After 
Moderator Callan ruled the amend- 
ment to be out of order, Belbin 
quipped, ‘Nothing is in order when 
you want to save some money!” 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Walter Kaminski urged the voters to 
turn down the land taking. He said 
that the article was not for con- 
servation, but to stop the public 
housing, 

Kaminski said that spending the 
money would cut into the educational 
funding of the town. 

Former Finance Committee 
member Arthur Spear asked where 
the figure of $83,000 had come from. 
Gorman replied that the option price 
for the land had been $72,000, and that 
the figure had been increased to allow 
for inflation. 

Spear said that when eminent 
domain proceedings were used, they 
cost more money. ‘You'll never be 
able to buy this land for less than 
$242,000." 

The housing authority members, 
meanwhile, had held a quick informal 
meeting and had agreed to drop 
Chapter 774. 

Miceli turned his attention to 
Gorman and asked that he drop the 
land taking motion. After discussing 
the issue at length with other direc- 
tors of his group, Gorman declined. 

“[ don't feel competent to withdraw 
the article for which we received over 
700 signatures,” he said

Finance Committee member 
Michael Dolan said, ‘“The Concerned 
Citizens of Wilmington had better be 
concerned about Wilmington.” 

Gorman then withdrew Article 3. 

Article 4 was to authorize an ap- 
propriation of $200,000 for a 
revaluation of real estate in town, 
The State Department of Revenue 
had ordered the town to conduct a 
revaluation, or else the state would do 
the job. The annual town meeting in 
April had turned down an ap- 
propriation of $125,000 for the project. 

Selectman John Imbimbo asked 
where the extra $75,000 had come 
from. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris said 
that the figure had come from the 
firm that would be doing the work. 

‘A long discussion then ensued on the 
subject of bidding for the work. Dolan 
asked if the job didn’t have to go out to. 
bid. Morris replied that bids were 
required only for a product, not for a 
service. 

The article was amended twice. 
One amendment, by Rocco 
DePasquale, requried that the final 
valuation of residential real estate not 
exceed the present percentage of 
value, compared to industrial and 
commercial real estate 

Alco Caira submitted a motion, 
requiring bidding on the contract. 

The vote on the article was 341 to 4 

A motion was then made and ac- 
cepted to advance Article 10 for 
consideration. The article sought to 
change to conservation land a piece of 
town-owned land in South 
Wilmington. The land in question is a 
narrow strip of land between Cook 
Avenue and a piece of land which is 
owned by Middlesex M&R Realty 
Trust. Article 9 was a proposal by the 
trust to buy the land 

Dennis Rooney, the principal of the 
trust, said that he hoped to buy the 
land’ and landscape it to prevent 
erosion. The proposed price was 
$5000, 

Residents of Cook Hill asked that 
the town accept«the land as con- 
servation land to serve as a buffer 
between their residential area and 
Rooney's land, which is industrial, 
and has been bulldozed. 

Article 10 passed, 219 to 15. 

Article 9 was then advanced, and 
was passed over. The only remaining 
article was Article 5, which would 
have modified the town’s zoning by- 
law for elderly housing. The law 
presently requires an age of 65 for a 
person to qualify for elderly housing, 
The change would have dropped the 
age to 62, and would have put the town 
law in line with federal requirements, 
thus allowing the town to qualify for 
federal funds. 

Article 5 was passed over.

Town Meeting to discuss water rights 


Tewksbury residents when they 
attend the Special Town Meeting 
sometime in January to discuss the 
water supply will hear one word that 
may be puzzling: Essex. 

The Essex Company of Lawrence 
owns all the water rights to the 
Merrimack River. The company was 
founded 131 years ago in Lawrence. It 
owns the dam across the river that 
supplied the power for the Lawrence 
mills, That dam is now being rebuilt, 


in company with several cor- 
porations. The construction is going 
ahead for the purpose of supplying 
hydroelectric power to the people of 
Lawrence. 

The former rights held by that 
company, granted back in the 1840's, 
are still in existance; and they seem 
to hold sway in many matters 
regarding the flow of water in the 
Merrimack River. 

This would seem to include the 


$112,000 energy grant

‘Tewksbury Hospital is to receive a 
$112,000 state grant to help make its 
building more energy efficient, Gov. 
Edward King’s office announced 
Saturday. 

The funds come as-part of the $10 
million in energy conservation grant 
money the state is distributing to 
various state institutions, State of- 
ficials hope the grants will save $6.1 
million on fuel costs within a year. 

‘The funds will pay for such things 
as improving heating systems, in- 
sulation, storm windows, and 
technical checks for heat losses, 


Other grants went to the UMass 
complex in Boston, $1.3 million; 
$348,000, UMass Medical Center, 
Worcester; $275,000, Bridgewater 
State College; $195,000, Fitchburg 
State College; $193,000, nine Norwood 
Public Schools; $109,000, Brookline 
High School; $90,000, Berkshire 
Community College; $87,000, Nor- 
thampton High School; $70,000, 
Solomon Mental Health Center, 
Lowell; $44,000, New Bedford Schools, 
fire stations, and police stations; 
$20,000, Hampden County Hall of 
Justice.

Was the vote valid? 


Wilmington, last Monday voted to 
amend the Town Charter by including 
a provision for the recall of elected 
officials. The vote was over- 
whelming. Only three persons, two 
former selectmen and a newspaper 
publisher, spoke against it 

‘There is a question as to whether or 
not that vote was valid. 

The Concerned Citizens of 
Wilmington provided the wording for 

* the proposed amendment. It was 
based, the town meeting was told, on 
a recall provision that had been voted 
in Billerica, It would seem that 
provision was based on the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts 

‘The government of the Town of 
Wilmington is not based on the 
General Laws. It is based on a special 
law, Chapter 592 of the Acts of 1950. 
Now-adays, for convenience, it is

referred to as the Town Charter. 
When it was voted it was called the 
Town Manager Act. 

The provisions of the Town 
Manager Act are law, It is that law by 
which the town is governed. 

To change the Town Manager Act, 
or to amend it, the law says that the 
town meeting must appoint a special 
study committee. That committee 
must, in addition to other things, 
conduct one or more public hearings. 
‘There must be a public imput into its 
deliberations. 

‘There were no public hearings, by 
any study committee, before ‘the 
special town meeting on December 8. 
‘There was no study committee. 

It is possible that the office of the 
Attorney General of Massachusetts 
will declare that the vote on Article 
One of the town meeting is invalid.

‘The special town meeting of last 
Monday can by no means 
described as being relative to the 

lar town meetings of the Town of 
Wilmington. Possibly this was 
because the meeting was not held on a 
Saturday. 

Most certainly it was a different 
group of voters. 

The group of voters who generally 
sit in the center of the town meeting, 
and rarely enter the debate was gone 
In their place was a group of new 
voters, some of them recent 
residents, 

The regular town meetings are 
always marked by a row of town 


employees, standing in the back, even 
when there are seats available. This 
town meeting had but a few town 
employees. 

They were the people who stood to 
lose most, because of the impact of 
the ‘'2%4"" vote. The budgets, from 
which they are paid, must be cut. Any 
money voted at the Monday night 
meeting would have cut their budgets 
more, 

There were 100 standees, in the 
back,of the room, but they were there 
because, largely, no seats were open. 
(One row of seats had been reserved 
for non-voters. There were empty 
ey as a consequence that were not 
used.)

Anyone forcing entrance or 
tampering with a residence, business 
or motor vehicle is suspicious - Call 
the police. = 

- A person running especially 
carrying something of value is 
suspicious anytime and any place -

particular place on a daily or regular 
basis or unusual hours could be a sign 
of drug dealing or a fencing operation 

Call the police. 

Remember, Don't worry about your 
call being “unfounded,” instead, 
think of what might happen if you 
don’t call the police.

Dear Larz: 

I read a letter in your last issue of 
the Town Crier concerning the 
Wilmington Fire Department and fire 
protection. 

Ifyou have the slightest concern for 
the current budget and amount of 
money voted at town meeting for the 
purpose of operating the fire 

rtment, read on, but if you care 
less about this budgeted figure, don’t 
bother. 

The fire department cost, which 
incidentally went up $100,000 in two 
years, provides for a service level 


very similar to other fire departments 
with the same number of residents in 
their communities. The department, 
if it had 16 men on duty, could not 
cover every eventuality which might 
occur. Therefore, the town raises a 
certain amount of money to provide a 
limited, but reasonable service to 
cover aufo accidents, ambulance 
service, and fire protection. The fire 
department would love to have a 
union contract provision which would 
require ‘minimum manning,” but the 
courts of Massachusetts have struck 
down this demand. The courts have 
said shat it is a local decision as to 
how many people will work for the 
town and how much money will be 
provided to pay these wages. I think 
this attitude is commendable. 

While this may seem to be nit- 
picking to some, to control local 
spending is a very real situation, but 
who really cares? Do you?

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A dream come true Selectmen reject Sullivan's request 


You might say that giving birth to 
Barry Thompson Sullivan Jr. last 
Friday afternoon was a dream come 
true for Barry and Terry Sullivan - in 
more ways than one.

Fearing a “‘conflict of interest,” the

Sullivan's request, while Selectmen 
Dick Trueba, Tom Budrewicz, and 
Dick Morris voted against it. 

“It would be a definite conflict of 
interest for him, as a town official, to 
be able to sell insurance to the town,” 
Trueba said. “The cleanest way out 
of any potential problem is to just turn 
down his request right now.”” 

Hallisey countered that it would be 
an “injustice to deny Sullivan the 
right to do business with the town, just 
because he happens to be a town of- 
ficial. 

Hallisey cited past instances, when 
former school committee members 
David Hart (an attorney) and Albert 
Kinnon (an accountant) were granted 
“special municipal employee" status 
by the selectmen to provide services 
to the town. 

“It's fair for one, but not for 
another, I guess,” Hallisey said 
mockingly.

Fred Carter, “The Cactus King” 


Fred Carter of 25 Fiske St., 
Tewksbury, who passed away last 
week was a lifelong member of the 
ancient business of being a Middlesex 
farmer. Eighty-one years old, he was 
a member of the family which owns 
the F.I. Carter & Sons greenhouses, 
on Main Street, Tewksbury. 

For three score years and ten, and 
more, his interest was in farming. He 
grew up in the farmhouse built by his 
father back in 1855. As a young man 
he often hitched up horse and wagon 
in the very early hours of the morning 
to take produce to the Boston market. 
That was when Main Street w: 
dusty lane, and before there were any 
streetcars. 

His father, the late Frank Ingalls 
Carter, built the first greenhouse on 
the farm over half a century ago. It 
was partly to participate in the 
growth of carnations, which was a 
great industry in Tewksbury at that 
time. It was also for the purpose of 
producing early plants for the Carter 
farm. 

Fred and his brother John diver- 
sified the farming. They grew spring 
flowers, They cultivated cucumbers 
during the winter, mostly, as they 
thought when they started, to keep 
busy. It became a big part of their 
farming operations. 

The result was, in recent years, 
when other Tewksbury greenhouses 
had to close because of the combined 
pressure of carnations being flown to 
the local markets from South 
America, and the cost of fuel oil 
rocketing, the Carter greenhouses 
kept going. 

A big factor, for a while, was the 
cactus operations of the Carter 
greenhouses. Fred Carter was 
directly responsible for this, In fact 
one could call him Cactus Fred, ex- 
cept that the definition might 
associate him with spiny plants and 
such things as Gila monsters. That 
was not the way to describe Fred 
Carter. ‘ 

He started the cactus growing as 
the result of a trip to California about 
40 years ago, when he brought back a 
few cactus plants. It was a business 
which grew. Nearly every year he 
would take a vacation trip to 
California, Arizona and Mexico, to 
acquire more varieties of cactus. 
More greenhouses had to be built a: 
consequence. He became known as 
the Cactus King of Tewksbury. 

Fred and John retired’a few years 
ago, and the third generation of the 
family is now operating a total of 12 


greenhouses. But retirement did not 
mean that he lost his interest in 
farming. Only a few weeks ago he 
was proudly displaying to friends 
some of the onions he had grown, this 
year. 

Frederick Carter was a former 
deacon, and a former treasurer of the 
Tewksbury Congregational Church. 
He was a 50 year member of the 
Eastern Star and a member. of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society. 

He was a member of the Wamesit 
Lodge, AF & AM, and was a past 
master. The lodge headquarters, on 
Victor Drive, are on land which was a 
part of the Carter farm. He was also a 
member of the Reading Royal Arch 
Chapter, of the Scottish Rite, of 
Lowell Lodge of Perfection, of the 
Lowell Council; Princess of 
Jerusalem, of Mt. Calvary Chapter of 
Rose Croix of the Massachusetts 
Consistory, and of Aleppo Temple. 

He had served as a call fireman in

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Gentleman Jim takes another step

It's an old line, but Renaldo Olivera 
has a score to settle with 


Wilmington's Jim McNally at 
Boston's Hynes Auditorium this 
coming Monday night, December 15. 

McNally, the local — light- 
heavyweight fighter, who goes under 
the banner of ‘Gentleman Jim,” will 
be battling Olivera as part of a card 
that includes a bout between -mid- 
dleweight contender Vinnie Curto and 
veteran Bennie Briscoe. The first 
bout gets underway at 7:30 p.m. 

The 10 round McNally-Olivera fight 
is a rematch that was clamored for by 
the many fans of the slugging Carver, 
Mass. fighter, who dropped a close 
eight round decision to McNally (15-1) 
in the last match-up between the two. 

McNally, who topped Olivera this 
past summer, is getting set for a 
possible title fight with New England 
light heavyweight champ Don Ad- 
dison. Olivera may be more than just 
the customary tune-up fight however 
Renaldo, a seven year veteran of the 
fight game, is a much respected, 
walk-in slugger with knockout power 
in either hand. He has fought many 
ranked fighters, including former 
world middleweight champ Vito 
Antuofermo, 

MeNally and Olivera are a contrast 
in boxing styles. Jim, a former 
Lowell Golden Gloves champ as a 
heavyweight, prefers the classic stick 
and jab style. McNally moves well, 
scoring points while also impressing 
scorers with a classic boxing style. 

“I don't go out there looking to 
knock anybody out,” said McNally in 
an interview with the Town Crier. 
“But if I hurt somebody, I can take 
them out of there. Like my father 
says, if you go out there looking to 
knock somebody out, you're wide 
open.” 

Jim's father Bernie is a former New 
England heavyweight champion, who 
at one time worked in his son's cor- 
ner, 

“] like to win the easiest way I can 
without getting hit. I don't want to go 
out there and get all banged up, 
because that takes its toll. You lose a 
little bit every time you get hit 
There's only so much fight inside of 
you,” offered McNally, who obviously 
is far removed frora fighters who are 
in the ring to take a good punch back 
home with a good payday 

Olivera wades in, likes to pursue 
and go for the big punch that will lead 
to the knockout. He gave McNally one 
of his toughest tests when the two 
fought last summer.

around. I never heard of this guy," 
offered the Wilmington boxer after 
the bout. “I got home that night after 
the fight, and you wouldn't even know 
that I had been in a fight, because 
everything he caught me with was 
right on the chin.”” 


“It woke me up, let me know where 
I was at at the time," said McNally of 
his only professional defeat. ‘This 
guy was at an international level and 
it made me realize that I needed more 
‘experience before I can go in against 
guys like this.” 

“You learn more when you lose 
than you do when you win, and believe 
me I learned,” said Wilmington’ 
light heavyweight contender. 

‘MeNally’s slow learning process 
may finally reach fruition if he can 
turn back the slugging Olivera for a 
second time Monday night. 

John Gagliardi of Celebrity Boxing, 
the promoter of the Monday night 
card, is particularly excited about the 
feature bout, Curto vs Briscoe. The 10 

battle between the two could 
lead to a date with middleweight 
champion Marvin Hagler somewhere 
far down the road. 

Briscoe 38, dropped a close decision 
to Hagler two years ago that Marvin 
termed his toughest fight ever. Curto 
fought to a hotly disputed draw with 
Briscoe in Bennie's home town of 
Philadelphia five years ago, and he is 
hoping to avenge what he has called a 
“hometown decision.” 

Curto, with a 5454 record, is 
looking for a shot at the middleweight 
championship if he should post vic- 
tories over Briscoe and a couple of 
other top-notch fighters. Vinnie has 
been in with such fighters as An- 
tuofermo, Tony Licata, Tony 
Chievarini and Rodrigo Valdez.

The police log ending December 9 
shows three criminal arrests, seven 
protective custody detentions, two 
false burglar alarms, eight accidents 
and seven larcenies.

Tip of the week: Many of the in- 
cidents in which police are called 
(what the law considers as minor) are 
known as misdemeanors. As such the 
police officer has only a limited 
authority in most cases. In many of 


these cases the citizen finds the police 

are unable to take the action they 
expect and instead are told by: the 
officer that they (the citizen) will 
have to go to court to make a com- 
plaint themselves. This situation 
occurs when a misdemeanor is 
committed, but is not committed in 
the officers’ presence. Even though 
the victim is honest and reputable the 
officer cannot, according to law, take 
any action on a matter in which he did 
not have personal knowledge. 

These are the situations in which 
the officer advises the victim they will 
have to appear in court before a clerk 
of the court in order to initiate 
prosecution. The police department 
employs a prosecutor in court who 
will assist the citizen in court and any 
officer who has evidence to give 
would appear before the clerk as a 
witness,
